Treaty tO

An appeal for “new life ” to 
be injected into European 
union was made today by Mr 
Gaston Thorn, the new Presi- 
dert of the European Come 
mission. 

Iu an interview with Euro- 
pean news agencies, Mr Then 
declared his support for a 
recent suggestion by Herr 
Hans-Dierrich _Genscher, the 
Wast German Foreign Minister, 
for a new treaty on European 
nion to underpin the intermnl 
cohesion of the EEC as it pre- 
pares to tackle the reform ‘of 
its finances and to embark on a 
further phase of enlargement. 

Earlier this month, in Sturt’ 
gart, Herr Genscher, who leads 
the Free Democratic win 
the West German coalition 
government, said that such: a 
treaty might cover fhe co- 
ordination of foreign and. 
defence policy. the harmoniza- 
tian of legislation, greater 
cooperation in cultural affairs 
and the extension of Com- 
munity’ policies into new areas. 

Mr Thorn, a former Prime 
Minister of Luxembourg and, 
like Herr Genscher, a Liberal 
tradition, agreed that a treaty 
of this kind could reinvigorate 
the EEC and do so without 
adding to the Community’s 
bugetary costs, 

“ Polirical cooperation "— 
EEC shorthand for the co. 
ordination of foreign policy 
by member states—could be 
made more effective by the 
creation ofl a perrmnanent 
secretariat, preferably in 
Brussels, to handle it, Mr 
Thorn said. 

He gare a warning, however,’ 
against trying {0 go too far, (O0 
fast, in giving institutional form

The views of both Mr Thorn 
and Herr Genscher are being 
studied with close and sympa. 
thetic interest in London where 
it is felt that to some extent 
they complement recent 
speeches by Lord Carrington, 
the Foreign Secretary.

The United States Air Force 
has announced the successful 
test of a laser beam which can 
destroy iutercoatinental ballis- 
fic missiles in flight. 3 
Mr Hans Mark, zhe United 


States Air Force Secretary 
said terday that he was 
“ satisfied that we have passed 


a sigrificanr milestone ”. The 
zest bad shown that a laser 
could be “fired” from an air» 
craft “at the full power level 


that we have in mind”. 
‘The test was apparently car- 


ried out from the ground 
on Thursday. But Agence 
France-Presse reported from 


Albuquerque, New Mexico, that 
the USAF is now plaaning 
another series which would 
involve using a laser from a 
KC135 aircraft, a ` military 
variant of the Boeing 707. 

Mr Mark said that the 
principal objective was to 
station lasers in space from 
where tbey would be ready to 
destroy enemy missiles. The 
air force was also working on 
the use of lasers against air-to- 
air aud surface-to-air missiles. 

Mr Mark said the laser 
would play an important part 
in’ America’s arsenal during the 
mert decade. Laser beams are 
already used by the milirary 
for _range-findin, and for 
Fuiding the sı led * smart ” 

lambs which were used in

American research into their

Louisiana judge 
forced to yield

A Louisiana state judge 
accepted the authority of a 
federal judge yesterday and 
ended the jurisdictional conflict 
which had arisen about whether 
three white girls could con- 
tinue attending an all-white 
school. : 

Mr Robert Lee, the state 
judge, said he would no Jonger 
try to thwart the desegregation 
ruling af the federal judge, Mr 
Nauman Scott, that the girls 
should attend a mixed-race 
school. 

For the last two weeks Mr 
Lee, in defiance of Mr Scott's 
order, had accompanied the 
girls to the all-white Buckeye 
High School and forced Mr 
Charles Waite, the headmaster, 
to .enrol them. The federal 
Government charged Mr Lee 
and the girls’ parents and 
guardians for contempt of 
court, but Mr Scott did not 
impose any penalties at yester« 
days hearing. 

To skirt Mr Scotr’s original 
rifling; the parents of the girls 
had ceded custody of them to 
friends who lived in the attend. 
ance area for Buckeye. Mr Lee 
said that this was a legitimate 
traasfer and that family matters 
such as this came under his 
sole jurisdiction. Mr Scott said 
that as the move had been 
made simply to thwart his 
order, it was invalid. 

Under the aڂreement‎ an- 
nounced yesterday, the giriş 
will. be allowed to attend 
Buckeye High School until the 
half-term break next week. They 
did not show up today, though,

His death was timely for his .

She was cross-examined 
for two days by F. E. Smith,

She did her best to 
eptbarrass him socially, and she 
succeeded. She wor the case 
and kept the legacy for Knole. 
Bur Morgan would have hated 
the nororiety. 

This last late love affair of | 
Pierpont Morgan . is the only 
one on record. It showed bis | 
latent romanticism and his 
aggression. He liked to use his 
power, to crush and: dominate 
the women ir his Jife. After his 
long repression. by his father 
and by Victorian morality, be 
was greedy for the experiences 
be had missed. in his ‘young 
manhood and long apprentice- 
hit With the urbane manners 
of Edwardian society, whereby 
the rich and powerful were 
allowed _ their clandestine | 
liaisons, Morgin came out ‘of 
the display cabinet, but not as 
far as the press. Arroganr aS 
always, he thought he Was 
immune from publicity because 
he had rhe power to suppress 
it. And except for Lady Sack- 
ville’ diary, he was successful.

The spate of computerized 
chess-playing machines now 
coming oni the market in 


America. and Europe is a direct 
result of active research over 
the past 30 years, but their 
origins lie even further back. 


‘1a 1942 the late Alan Turing 
expressed an. interest in that 
subject to me and a year or so 
afrer the war ended I believe 
ke did in fact construct such a 
machine in collaboration with 
mv good friend Donald Michie, 
who is happily still with us and 
for.sorme years has been pro- 
fessor in charge of machine unit 
research at Edinburgh Univer- 
sity. . 

However, great mathematical 
genius though ص‎ was, his 
chess was weak and I under- 
stand that bis chess machine 
was rudimentary. 

Great advances have been 
made sirce then and the for- 
mer world champion, Mikhail 
Biatwinnik, has said it will nor 
belong before the chess com- 

uter attains master strength. 
Tan sceptical about this, be- 
cause if we can make the chess 
computer think originelly. aff 
irs own bat as it were, then 
we can make all computerş do 
Tikewise and I can sit back in 
my armchair watching the com- 
puter compose this article. (I 
spurc any ignoble suggestion 
that this Îs virtually what I do 
now.) 2

machine from America. I tested 
ir for a couple of weeks and 
fouod that while definite ad- 
vauces had been made it was 
not of sufficieat calibre to win 
against a firsr class amateur, 
let alone a master player.

“The other was the strength 
nf the poung againse Euro 
pean currencies, , making 
prices on the Continent 
more artractive than for 
come years. France, for 
instance, nat So long afo 
regarded as one of the 
dearest countries for British 
halidayuaakers, has suddenly 
become, in relative terms, 
cheap. 

France was by far the 
most nopular destination for 
British motorisrs. According 
to a survey by the Autû- 
mobile Association based on 
requests for routes, 46 per 
cent of drivers chose France, 
with _ ftaly tle next mast 
popular counrry (the choice 
of only 10.9 per cent) and 
Spain third (10,8 per cent). 

Jn 1970, by the same AA 
yardstick, Spain was the 
most popular country (26 
per cent), with France and 
Iraly joint second (19 per 
cent). By 1975 France had 
amerged &s the clear favour 
ite (nearly 33 per cent), 
with Spain dropping to 19 


per cent and Italy to 12 per p, 


cent. 

The urderiying explana” 
tion seems sirmply to be 
thar for economic reasons 
motorists from Britain are 
aot travelling so far. Italy 
aud Spain are nor the only 
countries to have suffered : 
Austria, which in 1970 was 
the fourth most popular 
destination, has since drop- 
ped to sixth place, account» 
ing for ory 2 per cent of 
holidays.

Preparing the ground 

The first rule for those in- 
tending to venture abroad by 
car is to plan carefully, 
starting with the vehicle it- 
self, which should be thor- 
oughly checked and serviced 
shortly before leaving. Many 
motorists neglect to do this, 
with embarrassing and some- 
times costly results. 

Headlamp beams should be 
adjusted for driving on the 
right band side pf tbe road.

The motor- 
ing organizations, and some 
garages, will hire kits of the 
commonly used parts, tO 
which should be added extra 
headlamp pulbs (obligatory 
In some cyuntries}) and art 
emergency windscreen. 

A red warming zriangle, 
which cay also be hired, is a 
legal reruiremenrt in most 
European countries and must 
be set up on the road if the 
car is immobilized through 
an accident or breakdown, A 
firstaid kir i§ useful any- 
where and obligatory in 
Austria. The GB nationality 
plate must be displayed at 
the back of the car and or a 
caravan or trajler. 

Cars must not be over- 
Tloaded, for safety reasons 
and because this can incur 
finês and .invalidate insur- 
ance. Luggage on a roof ra 
should be properly secured 
and neatly packed: reserve 
che rack for lighter, flatter 
items and cover with a sheet 
of canvas ar leathercloth.

Central role in TVA and Atomic 
Energy Commission 


consultants appoilted br the 
State Department tû assist the 
Secrerary’s committee on atomic 
energy in developing a plan for 
controlling atomic energy pro- 
duction, and safeguarding 
peacefu] nations agaiost aggreş.

The commirtee’s report was’ 
called the Acheson-LHienthal. 
Report after its principal 
authors, Under-Secretary Dean 
Acheson and the chairman, and.

1946 to take umder civilian 
contro] an army project Lilien.

Opposition to Lilienthal in 


Congress, however. appeared. 
Truman nominated him for a 
five-year term or April 20, 


1948, but on May 18 the Pres 
dent had to agree to a com 
promise, extending his term 
only to June 30, 1950. Ia 1949 


the chairman had to fight 
charges of “incredible mis- 
management”, but he was 
absolved. 


The Soviet Union, meanwhile, 
was rapidly catching up on the 
Unired Srates in the area of 
atomic weapons. This revived 
the question, which Lilienthal 
had raised earlier, of whether 
rhe United Srates should under.

develop the hydrogen bomb. 

He was about to resign, but 
he postponed his departure to 
take part in the deliberations.

His first appointment came ir

He took control of the

The TVA was set up in 1933, 
Under its original constitution 
the chairman, Dr Arthur 
Morgan, who was an engineer, 
undertook dam-building pro- 
jects.

Mr Wendell L.. Wilkie, presi. 
dent pf the Commonwealth and 
Southern Corporation, the chief 
utility, holding company in the 
TVA region, was ienthal’s 
principal antagonist. Wilkie 
claimed that Lilienthal had re- 
ected, all offers of arbitration 
etween ‘the aüthority and the 
private companies.

Ripon is a pleasant mar- 
ket town, with a typical 
open marker square and a 
good cathedral, and to the 
south west is the most bear 
tiful Fountains Abbey.
